• wo have now only to direct our atten- 
tion for a moment to the fisheries of 
tho Eraser and other labor employing 

•interests on the lower Mainland to dis- 
' corn tho fact that tho number of Chi- 
namen engaged in connection there- 
with is steadily but surely on the in- 
crease, whilst tho competition to which 
white labor has been exposed has hud 
the offect of reducing not only the num- 
ber of white hands employed but has 
materially lossened the Avagea earned 
by those who, with wives and families 

• to support, as a matter of expediency 
. have adopted the adago that "half a 

loaf is better than no bread" and have 
accepted decreased remuneration for 
their day's work. In the first place to 
avoid tho Hooding of our labor mar- 
kets with Chineso peons it must bo ap- 
parent that the legislature will, imme- 
diately on its meeting, must in duty 
bound to all classes of tho community 
. pass an act similar in nature to that 
passed by the Queensland legislature 
an act to impose a tax of say fifty or a 
hundred dollars and other especial tax 
ea on the head of every celestial landed 
at any of the Provincial ports. It is 
possible that tho act may be disallowed 
but is it probable 1 What object 
would the federal authorities havo in 
refusing to assent to a measure of such 
a nature 1 ? Would the act militate 
•gainst tho interests of any of the East- 
ern provinces 1 Would it reduco the 
revenue or would it in any way retard 
an increase of population 1 We 
take it that the reply to those 
latter queries must bo in the 
negative and on that account we 

• fail to see that the authorities at Ot- 
tawa would veto the bill. They might 
do so, but surely "the game is worth 
the candlo" and if a first attempt proves 
unsuccessful let tho legislature, session 
after session, repeat the effort until tho 
eyes of those who at present do not 
realize tho baneful effects of Chineso 
immigration and competition will be 
opened to tho positive necessity of re- 
sorting to restrictive measures. But it 
is scarcely reasonable to suppose that 
tho Federal Government would refuse 
to assent to a measure calculated to 
immeasurably benefit a certain portion 
of the people of the Dominion without 
■injuring'any other portion. Once tho 
bill becomes law tho immigration of 
Chinese will almost cease and it will 
then become comparatively easy to 
deal with tho children of the "flowery 
•kingdom" who are at present to bo 
found in every city and district of tho 
Province and who are seriously re- 
ducing the valuo of labor and depriving 
the white man of his heritage. Much 
indead might at once be done by impos- 
ing' Bpecial taxation in the shape of 
heavy municipal licenses on trades 
which aro almost exclusively carried on 
by Chinamen, and as we havo pointed 
out on provious occasions tho Mon- 
golian immigration is assuming such 
alarming proportions that it .becomes 
the imperative duty of the incoming 
Ministry, assisted by both sides of tho 
House, to insert a prohibitory clause in 
every specification for public works let 
by contract. The "unconstitutional" 
cry may be raised, but in spite of that 
let the new Government hut try tho 
experiment. Contractors are required 
to give bonds for the faithful execution 
of the work they undertake "according 
to specification," and if the specification 
saya no portion of tho work shall be 
performed by Chinamen how, we would 

. ask, can a contractor comply with the 
letter of tho specification and at tho 
Bame time employ Mongolian labor? 
If contractors wero given by the House 
to thoroughly understand that thoy 
will not be permitted to employ 
Chinamen they would, as a class, bo 
placed on a common footing and would 
consequently base their calculations on 
white labor rates. The cost of public 
works would be somewhat increased 
thereby, but not sufficiently to be held 
for a moment in the balance with the 
unbounded benefits that would accrue 
to all classes of the community. Is it 
not, for instance, far better to pay a 
white man §2.50 for a day's labor than 
to' pay a Celestial §1.50 for performing 
the same duty 1 Wo say "yes," and 
for this reason : Tho white man in all 
probability lias a family to support j ho 
has his children to clothe ; he is used to 
little luxuries that ho is not content, 
•with money at his disposal, to do with- 
out ; his wife is desirous of obtaining 
some trifling addition to her. household 
furniture ; he lives as comfortably as his 
means will permit of, and thus nearly 
every cent of his daily wage, of 82.50 
flowslinto the various channels of cir- 
culation and benefits, more or less, 



tradesmen and otlieri through whose 
bands it passes. But is this the case 
with tho Chinaman and his §1.501 Far 
from it ; of that amount he sinks at 
least five-sixths in the fathomless depths 
of his pocket or ho deposits that propor- 
tion in some unknown place of securi- 
ty, never to see daylight again until it 
reaches tho Chinese shores in company 
with its penurious possessor. What 
little he does spend finds its way for the 
most part into tho coffers of Chinese 
firms, but as a rule not ono cent rovorts 
to its original source or circulates 
amongst those who contribute to tho 
general revenuo of tho country and 
thoreby assist in tho prosecution of 
public works and tho maintenance of 
law and order. Does it not striko tho 
reader that ovon although s, white la- 
borer demands half as much again for 
his hire as a Chinaman that it is true 
economy to employ tho former on and 
oxcludo tho lattor from all public works? 
This being the case by all means lot 
tho incoming Government try the pro- 
hibitory clause experiment. Wo ob- 
servo that at Washington members of 
Congress aro about to move the passage 
of a bill prohibiting tho admission of 
more than fifteen "Mongolians on any 
ono vessel arriving at United States 
porks, and in addition to this a resolu- 
tion will be passed declaring that the 
treaty provisions admitting unlimited 
Chinese immigration is unwise and 
should in soma way bo modified. There 
is good reason to believe that both the 
bill and the resolution will be passed 
by a two-thirds majority, in which 
ovent negotiations for a treaty modifi- 
cation will be greatly strengthened by 
tho bill now pending before the Senate. 
It would soem therefore that tho people 
of tho United States have awakened to 
the importance of taking immediate ac- 
tion in connection with this difficult 
problem and it is devoutly to be hoped 
that the shortly-to-be-formed Govern- 
ment of this Province will not prove 
recreant to their solemn pledges made 
to tho electors, but will rise equal to 
the occasion and carry restrictive and 
prohibitory measures through the House. 
A local contemporary assures us that 
tho question is in good hands and we 
have no doubt it is — it is in the hands 
of the people who will quickly avenge 
themselves if their liberties aro tram- 
pled on or their interests disregarded. 



Honor to vrhom Honor Is Duo. 



Editor Colonist: — It is currently- 
reported that the Royal Humane So- 
ciety's medal is about to bo awarded to 
a youth of this city for saving the life 
of a companion who was with him in a 
boat which was upset in Victoria Arm 
some months since. The facts relating 
to this case must havo been grossly 
misrepresented to the society who, as a 
rule, only award thoir medal for ex- 
ceptional acts of bravery, and in the 
present case the mishap was nothing 
more than an ordinary schoolboy ad 
venture, resulting from culpable caro 
lessncss on the part of the boy now 
about to receive the Society's honors. 

On the 24th of May, 1877, a young 
man at tho peril of his life jumped into 
the seething Gorge and succeeded in 
saving a youth who with his fathor and 
brothers had been capsized. Tho father 
of the boy, with the deepest sense of 
gratitude, offered the bravo fellow his 
watch und chain, which were nobly de- 
clined. This young man would cer- 
tainly have been a more worthy subject 
for tho Society's favors.

Tho Touch Tost of Murdor. 



Tho following extraordinary attesta- 
tion of the coroner of Bergen county 
was communicated by a gentleman of 
such credit as leaves not tho least doubt 
of its being genuine: — On tho 22nd 
day of Seplember, in tho year of our 
Lord 17G7, I Johannes Demarost, coro- 
ner of the county of Bergen and Pro- 
vince of New Jersey, was present at a 
view of the body of one Nicholas Teurs, 
then lying dead together with the jury, 
which I summoned to inquire of the 
death of^Nicholas Tears, At that time 
a negro named Harry, belonging to 
Hondrick Christians Zabriskie, was 
suspected of having murdered the said 
Teurs, but there was no proof of it,and 
tho negro denied it. I asked him if he 
wag not afraid to touch Tours ? He 
said no; he had not hurt him, and im- 
mediately came up to the corpse, then 
lying in tho coffin, and then Staats 
Storm, one of the jurors,said: "I am not 
afraid of him," and stroked the dead 
man's face with his hand, which made no 
alteration in tho dead person, and (as^I 
did not put any faith in any of those 
trials) my back was turned towards the 
the dead body, when the jury ordered 
the negro to toucli tho dead man's face 
with his hand, and then I heard a cry 
in the room of the people, saying, 'He 
is the man;' and I was desired to come 
to the dead body, and was told that the 
said negro Harry had put his hand on 
Tuers' face, and that the blood immedi- 
ately ran out at tho nose of the dead 
man Teurs. I saw the blood on his 
face, and ordered the negro to rub his 
hand again on Tours' face; ho did so, 
and immediately the blood again' ran 
out of paid Tours' noso at both nostrils, 
near a common tablespoonfull at each 
nostril, as well as I could judge. 
Whereupon the peoplo all charged him 
with being tho murderer, but he denied 
it for a few minutes, and then confessed 
that he had murdered the said Nicholas 
Teurs, by first striking him on the head 
with an axe, and then driving a wooden 
pin in his ear; though afterwards he said 
he struck a second time with his axo 
and then held him fast till he had dono 
struggling. When that was done, he 
awakened somo of the family, and said 
Tours was dying (ho believed.) .

Cariboo Quartz. 

Disquieting rumors, based on a confi- 
dential letter from Mr. Riotto to a friornl 
at Now Westminster, in which Mr. Riotte 
is said to liavo oxpre3sed an opinion un- 
favorable to the Bonanza ledgo, havo boon 
• in circulation for somo days. Telograms 
Bont to Barkorville wore answered to the 
effect that Mr. Riotto had thoro express- 
ed a favorablo opinion of tho lode and of 
the country generally. The B. C. Mining 
Stock Board havo held several mootinga 
In this city, and tho Government tele- 
graphed Mr. Ball, Gold Commissioner of 
Cariboo, to have Mr. Harper and Mr. Ri- 
otto meot at his ofiieo and state whoroin 
their opinions clashed. Tho following 
answer was received by the Government. 
(Tho report to which Mr. Riotto is sUtod 
to adhere probably rofors to the otatomont 
in his confidential letter): 

"Barkeuville, Jims 19, 1878. 

To Hon. A. C. Ei.uoit: — Saw Harper 
and Riotto together. Riotte adhores to 
his report. Harper differs and reports 
thus J("Bonanza ore, which is pronounced 
worthless by Riotto, milled in San Fran- 
cisco twenty-five dollars and in Portland 
twonty-six dollars and fifty conts. Have 
Beon nothing as yot to chango my opinion. 
Tho Cariboo ia richer in bottom and oro 
improves as the shaft gots doopor." 

H. M. Ball. 

Tho Cariboo Company callod a meoting 
at Barkcrvillo, and tho two exports being 
brought beforo them expressed tho samo 
opinions that they had oxpressod boforo 
Mr. Ball. Numerous telegrams from Bar- 
kervillo of similar purport were receivod 
yesterday. It iH plain that if Mr. Riotto's 
truo sentiments were conveyed in his let- 
ter ho had carefully concealed them 
from tho peoplo of Cariboo, who got their 
first news from Victoria by wire: 

A correspondent tolographs na as fol- 
lows: 

' 'Barker villis, Juno 19, 18V8. 

"Universal feeling hero that Riotto has 
played a double game. Ho has oxpro«sod 
himself favorably to us, having previously 
written to Lano unfavorably. Ho has 
constantly mado contradictory statements. 
Tho fcoling hero i3 intenso against him. " 

A correspondent at Clinton, at oar re- 
quest, interviewed Mr. Walkom, who is a 
passenger on the down stage, on Wednes- 
' day evening, and telegraphs: 

"Clinton, June 19, 1878. 

Mr. Wulkcm say3: 'I am ignorant of 
value of Bonanza; but Riotto told mo ho 
would likoly got §20 per ton from Cariboo 
claim. ' " . 

A meeting of tho Mining Stock Board 
was held last evening, but in view of tho 
conflicting statemonts no action was 
taken. We may state, however, that 
confidonco in Mr. Harper (backed as he is 
by assays mado at tho Government offico, 
at Portland and at San Francisco) remain* 
unshaken. Everyone seems willing to 
8>irait further developments; h' J t it is pro- 
por tjiat wo should state, in justice to Mr, 
Riottp, that whilst ho condemns tho Bon- 
anza lode he speaks highly of somo othor 
lodes in tho Cariboo country.

Municipal Polico Court. 

[Before if. C. Courtney, Esq.] 

Thursday' t Juno 20th. 

Lucy, an Indian woman, chargod with 
being drunk and disorderly, wasfinod $1.25 
or six hours' imprisonment. 

Jack, a Bella Coola Indian, charged 
with boing in possession of a bottle con- 
taining an intoxicant, was sentenced to 
ono months' imprisonmont with hard la- 
bor.

Charles R. Smallbono, on remand from 
Juno 19th, charged with having committed 
a criminal assault on Helen Williams. 

Mr. Ibcus, who appeared for tho pros- 
oeution, asked His Honor whether ho did 
not think it would bo woll to clear tho 
court of all persons who woro not nocos- 
aarily interested in tho case. 

His Honor said this was an open court 
of justice and he saw no reason for clear- 
ing it. 

Christiana Williams, (mother of tho 
child) then laid tho following information: 
"I havo every reason to boliovo and do 
boliove that one Charles Rooko Small- 
bone, of Rao street, did on a certain Sat- 
urday in the month of Juno, 1878, unlaw- 
fully and feloniously commit a rape on my 
child, named Ellen Williams, at his own 
house, aituato at Rao stroot in tho said 
oity. And I charge tho said Charles Rooko 
Smallbona with having committed a rape 
upon my daughter Ellen Williams, on a 
certain Saturday in tho month of Juno at 
tho house of tho said Charles Rooko Small- 
bone, in Rao street, aforesaid." 

In answer to Mr. Eborts, witness said 
she was led to boliovo that something had 
happened to her daughter because she 
complained of being sick; examined her. 
* # * . * ■ * 

To th* Court — Examined her daughter 
on Tuesday. 

To Mr. Eberts — Her daughter was born 
July 9th, 1807. 

Cross examined by Mr. Smith for do- 
fonco — Am tho child's mother; she lives 
with her grandfather; witness lives at Mr. 
Pemborton's; the child never gavti witness 
any information before Tuesday the 18th 
inst. Tha child appeared to bo sick for 
two weeks; sha believed her daughter was 
at tho picuic hist Saturday with her sister; 
waa intimate with tho defendant's family; 
had nevor had any quarrel with him or his 
family. Her daughter told her this had 
happened three weeks ago last Saturday. 

Ellen Williams, a slight looking girl 
aged 11 years, having been sworn and 
duly cautioned, in' answer to Mr. Eborts 
said she know tho defendant; was at his 
house botwaon two and three o'clock in 
tho afternoon three weeks from last Satur- 
day! [Witness here described, in languugo 
that in unfit for publication, the particu- 
lars of tho crime] \ 

By Mr. Smith — No ono ever prompted 
her to accuse the defendant of tho crime. 
Did not apeak to Florence, (defendant's 
daughtor) about this; had not boon to the 
housa since; got sick a week boforo tho 
picnic; told her aunt on Sunday last what 
had happened. 

William Jackson, being sworn, said that 
ho was 'a medical practitioner; had exam- 
ined tho little girl (named Ellen Williams) 
on Wednesday and also to-day and found 
that sho has recoivod coiiAiderablo injury. 
(Witness hora described tho nature of the 
inj urioB.) 

This finished tho case for tho prosecu- 
tion. 

Colin Clunass, for the defence, being 
sworn, said he know the defendant and 
his family; had Boon Ellon Williams at his 
houso; had hoard tho defendant tell her 
that unless sho behaved herself ho would 
not allow her to come to his house. Had 
seen her out boat-riding with two little 
boys and a little girl. Did not see her 
danco at all at the picnic. 

To the Court— Saw lots of girls at the 
picnic and saw them talking to persons. 

Tho caso was then adjourned till II 
a.m. to-day to enable Mr. Smith to pro- 
duce farther evidonce. 

Suproms Court. 

[Beforo Mr. Justice Gray.] 

Johnnon Harris. — The plaintiff sued 
tho defendant as bailiff of tho County 
Court for an alleged illegal seizure and 
sale of plaintiffs chattels at tho Gorge 
Hotel nndor an execution issued out of tho 
County Court in re. Cnsamayou & Co. vs. 
Johnson on a judgment obtained thoroin 
against tho defendant. 

The plaintiff laid his damagos. at §500. 
Tho plaintilf, in support of his caao, relied 
on tho following facts : 

On tho day of the seizure by the bailiff 
the plaintiff served on him a notice that 
ho (plaintiff) claimed an exemption of 
9500 worth of goods under the Homestead 
Ordinance, 1873. The dofendant refused 
to recognize tho notico and proceeded in 
due time to soli, although tho valuo of 
plaintiffs goods did not amount to §500. 
Shortly beforo the sale a further notico of 
exemption specifying tho particular articles 
included undor the exomption was served 
on dofendant, and, notwithstanding such 
notices, defondant sold the goods included 
in the notico. 

Judgment was delivered on the 17th of 
Juno instant, nonsuiting the plaintiff on 
tho following grounds.: 

1st. That th'o plaintiff did not give to 
the defondant ono month's notice of action 
as requirod by statute. 

2nd. That "tho plaintiff should havo ap- 
plied to tho Court for an order permitting 
him to exempt tho 5500 worth of goods; 
that although the Act did not require the 
plaintiff to go to tho court in order to 
avail himself of such privilege, yet in con- 
templation of law it was necessary for a 
party intending to avail liimsolf of a priv- 
ilege of exemption to apply to tho court 
for an order therofor. 

On tho abovo grounds the plaintiff was 
nonsuitod and mulcted in costs. 

Mr. McCroight and Mr. T. Davie ap- 
peared for tho plaintiff, and Mr. Robert- 
ion and Mr. Pollard for the defendant. 



A Perilous Voyago. 



The schooner Anna Beck, which left 
here on Tuesday evening with tho Super- 
intendent of Polico on board destined for 
Barclay Sound, encountered tho full fury 
of a violent storm off Capo Boalo on Wed- 
nesday last. When tho galo was at its 
height tho schooner lost her center-board 
and as it was found impossible to tack 
and continuo tho voyage with any degroo 
of safety, the captain deemed it prudent 
to put back for repairs. Tho vossol ar- 
rived safely in port early yesterday morn- 
ing and, her center-board having been re- 
placed, will leavo for Barclay Sound to- 
day, tho Superintendent of Polico proceed-* * 
ing to ono of the islands in that vicinity 
to arrest tho Indian who recently murder- 
ed two of the Shecatz tribo and seriously 
wounded another. Tho murdoror is said 
to be armed and threatens to shoot tho 
first white man who attempts to capture 
him, but when ho beholds tho portly form 
of tho Superintendent of tho Polico and 
gazes upon tho well filled chambers of a 
pocket metrailleuso, ho will doubtless con- 
sider discretion tho better part of valor 
and conclude to take a sea voyago to tho 
capital of the Province in tho retire- 
ment of the forecastle of tho Schoonor An- 
na Beck. 

Tlio Quoboc Losislaturo. 

At latest mail advices debate on tho ad- 
dress was proceeding at Quebec. The 
House is a tie with the speaker on tho 
Government Hide. Mr. Gannon, tho 
member for Kamourska, moved tho ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from tho 
Throne, and Mr. Nelson, the member for 
Montreal Centre, seconded it. Hon Mr. 
Chapleau moved an amendment, raising 
the constitutional question, to which, af- 
ter Mr. Joly had spoken, Mr. Molleuor, 
the member for Iberville, moved a coun- 
ter amendment, expressing confidence in 
tho Government. Mr. Chapleau rose to 
a point of order, contending that Mr. 
Mullein's amendment to his amendment 
was simply an affirmation. Tho Speaker 
ruled that the counter amendment was in 
order, and Mr. Chapleau appealing against 
his decision, a division took plaeo result- 
ing in a tio, thirty-two voting on oach 
side. Mr. Turcotto upheld his own ruling 
and the debate proceeded until midnight, 
when the House adjourned.

It was found 
necessary to place tho unfortunato lady 
under restraint and upon tho arrival of 
the steamship at San Francisco, the pa- 
tient was conveyed to tho Palaco hotol 
where sho was undergoing troatment at 
last accounts. 



Fishery Regulations. — By official no- 
tice on another page it will bo seen that 
throe important rules for the guidance of 
fishermen in British Columbia waters aro 
laid down. By these rules salmon aro 
afforded an opportunity of ascending tho 
river for spawning purposes, tho third 
rule beginning, that on Saturdays and Sun- 
days no salmon shall bo taken. 

Accession Day. — Yesterday at noon, 
in honor of the 41st anniversary of Quoon 
Victoria's accession to tho throno of Eng- 
land, H. M. S. Shah fired a oyal aaluto at 
Esquimalt. The national flag was hoisted 
on government buildings and other pub- 
lic places. 

The \Vari> Combination.— The Ward 
Combination Company have secured The- 
atre Royal for to-morrow evening, when 
they will produce the comody of "Tho 
Secret" and tho farce of tho "Irish Doc- 
lor," with a strong cast. Miss Carrie Clarke 
and Mr. Ward will sustain the principal 
characters. 

Sound Mail Survior. — Tho Govern- 
ment havo telegraphed to Ottawa to ac- 
quaint the Government thoro with the 
fact that the mails will not be brought by 
the North Pacific after tho 1st of July. 
Wo do hope that steps will bo takon to 
extend the daily mail service to Victoria. 

Our Defences. — Tho earthworks on 
Macauloy point are fast approaching com- 
pletion. The platforms in tho works at 
Finlayson's Point aro expected to bo 
finished by Saturday evening.

Ml*- 8 - B*hant Deprived ok the Con- 
trol or her Child. — Tho petition of tho 
Rev. Frank Bcoant has como before the 
Mastor of tho Rolls in tho Chancery Court 
in London for the removal of Mabol Emi- 
ly Beaant from the custody of her mother, 
Mrs. Annio Bosant, who appeared in per- 
son, accompanied by Mr. Bradlaugh and 
aovoral friends. His Lordship held that 
Mrs. Bcsant, in donying tho existence of 
God, refusing religious instruction to her 
child, and publishing an obscono book, 
had adopted a course reprobated not only 
by the majority of mankind, but by the 
criminal law of tho country. Ho could 
not therefore say that it would bo for the 
bonofit of tho child to bo brought up by 
such a woman, The Court having been 
petitioned) it would bo a doroliction of its 
duty if it allowed tho child to bo so 
brought up by her, The order of the Court 
would be that tho child should bo doliv- 
orod to tho custody of tho father, and tho 
respondent must pay tho coatg of tho ap- 
plication.

Austria and England from ono 
point of view and Turkey from another 
oppose Russia's claims. Germany, 
Franco and Italy adopt a mediatory at- 
titude.

Pittstown, Pa., June 18. — Eighteen 
porsons were seriously poisoned here 
yesterday by milk taken from a cow 
supposed to be bitten hy a rattle- 
snake. 

New Yohk, J une 11. — Tho Examin- 
ing Committee of Plymouth Church 
met last night in the parlors of tho 
church for the purpose of considering 
charges against Mrs. Elizabeth R. Til- 
ton by Mrs. Watton.

CALIFORNIA. 
Eureka, Juno 17. — About 9:30 Sun- 
day night, on tho arrival of tho train 
from Palisade, Ed. Ricar, conductor on 
the Eureka and Palisado road, was 
shot by Alf. Cbartz, ono of the lessees 
of tho Eureka Republican newspaper. 
The difficulty occurred in front of the 
International, hotol, just at; tho bus 
drove from the depot. Ricar was on 
the bus and Chartz seemed to have 
been lying in wait for him. The diffi- 
culty grew out of personal items in 
tho Republican, which were distasteful 
to Ricar. As the bus drove up, Ricar, 
who was on tho outsido, jumped to tho 
ground. He was accosted hy Chartz, 
and some words passed about a settle- 
ment of tho affair. Ricar said, "wo 
will settlo it right horo," and began to 
take off his coat, when Chartz drew 
his pistol and fired, tho ball taking ef- 
fect in tho loft breast and lodging in 
his spinal column. Tho wounded man 
is still alive, but tho doctors say he 



must die. Chartz ran to the jail and 
gave himself up. ' 

Eureka, June 18. — Ed. Ricar, con- 
ductor, shot by Alf. Chartz, died at 
1 1 o'clock last night. The funeral to 
day was largely attended. By reason 
of this assassination, the Eurekr Re- 
publican newspaper this evening gives 
notice that the lessees have surrendered 
thoir lease. Almost tho whole commu- 
nity havo withdrawn their patronage. 

San Francisco, Juno 17.— -Eureka 
Con. has declared a S3 dividend. 

It is rumored that James G. Fair 
will retire from tho superintendency of 
tho various mines over which ho pre 
sides on tho 1st of July, on account of 
ill-health. 



ARIZONA. 
Prescott, June 15. — Mr. Caldwell, 
who came to-day from Tip Top, brings 
tho following particulars of shooting 
and hanging at Giletto, on Wednesday 
afternoon. One Setright was on a 
drunk, and hit some ono over tho head 
with a bottle, whereupon Deputy Sher- 
iff Burnett arrested him, when Sain. 
Weir, well known in Prescott, inter, 
ceded for tlio man, and upon promise 
to let him take Setright away, tho two 
started down tho street, and had walk- 
ed 'about 150 yards, when, without any 
apparent cause, Setright pulled a pistol 
and shot Weir through the head. Sot- 
right went back and told his account, 
mounted a mulo and put out. Half 
the town mounted, and went in pur- 
suit, capturing the offender in the brush 
and brought him back. Deputy Sher- 
iff Burnett got possession of tho pris- 
oner and took to his assistance L. G. 
Taylor. They fortified themselves in 
a houso against the mob, who soon 
came in great numbers. Taylor opened 
the door and stepped out and almost 
instantly received a bullet in tho head. 
The mob then took Setright down into 
a cell below town and hung him. 



CONFESSING FOUR MURDERS. 



Tho Guilty Socrot that a Roputablo 
Citlzon Carried, to His Death-Bod. 



Lebanon, ^Pa,, May 20— To-day, at 
Mycrstown, a small station on tho 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, 
near this city, great excitemont waB 
created -when it was learned that a re- 
spected and trusted citizen, John Sto- 
ever, who had recently died, had con- 
fessed on his death-bed to George Ileff- 
elfinger and Percivnl Daub, that during 
tho last 25 years he had been concerned 
in four murders. He was a man of 
some property, and esteemed by all 
who know him, and this confession is a 
great shock to tlio community. Stoover 
died beforo he could give full details of 
thoso four murders, but enough was 
revealed to relievo his mind of the 
weight of guilt silently borno all theso 
years, which must havo been years of 
mortal agony to him. It is claimed by 
all who knew him, and by thoso to 
whom ho confessed his crimes, that ho 
was sane and in his right mind up to 
tho moment of his death. As proof of 
the truth of his confession tho fact is 
cited that some years ago a boat cap- 
tain in tho employ of the firm of Win. 
Eckenroatli it Brother was missed while 
on a trip up tho river, which circum- 
stanco is well remembered in this com- 
munity. It has always been suspected 
that he was foully dealt with, for the 
reason that ho nearly always carried a 
considerable sum of money with him. 
Stoover confessed that he helped to kill 
this man, and that $500 in money was 
taken from his person. His body was 
thrown into the canal, as was also that 
of a little boy, who, to prevent him from 
being n witness to the foul deed, was 
Bent to a store close by, but returning 
in time to discover tho crime and the 
criminals, was struck on the head with 
a hatchet and killed. Ono of his other 
two victyns was thrown into a brick 
kiln and his body turned to ashes, and 
the other was laid beside a lime kiln bo 
as to create tho theory that while sleep- 
ing near its mouth ho was suffocated by 
deadly gas. The request of the dying 
man was that after his burial tho con- 
fession should bo given to the public, 
but it was kept secret until, a 
few days ago, when one of the wit- 
nesses, a relative of Stoover 
said to a resident of Meycrstown that 
ho could not endure it any longer, and 
revealed the awful crimes. Two of 
Stoevcr's accomplices in at least two or 
three of theso murders are still at liber- 
ty and residents in this county. Hef- 
folfinger and Daub will be taken before 
a constable on Wednesday next to give 
a sworn statement of tho confession. 



Founder of Mothodlsn In Amorlca. 



In tho last number of tho Canadian 
Illustrated News appears a sketch of 
the town of Prescott, from which wo 
take the following reference to the 
founder of Methodism in America: The 
namo of Barbara Heck figures promin- 
ently in the history of Methodism on 
this continent. Though there were 
Methodists, in America before her arriv- 
al, it is claimed that to her belongs the 
credit of having brought about the first 
semblance of organization. , Tho story 
goes that Barbara, who emigrated to 
Now York with her folks from Balli- 
garane, Ireland, in 1765, found the 
Mothodistical fire almost extinguished. 
Calling at a neighbour's houso ono even- 
ing, she was shocked to find a party of 
professing Methodists engaged in a 
game of cards. One version says that 
a local preacher, named Phillip Embury, 
was one of tho party, and that Barbara 
made a dash at tbo cards, tore them 
across, and flung them in the fire, ex- 
claiming "Wo shall all "go to hell to- 
gether, and God will require our blood 
at your hand?" — addressing hcrsolf 
to Mr. Embury. This version was 
subsequently denounced as a slander 
upon Mr. Embury, who is r,nid to have 
been in his own house at the timo, and 
was thoro visited by tho indignant 
Barbara and addressed as above. Mr. 
Embury is said to havo roplied that he 
had neither church nor congregation, 
and could do nothing This excuse 



did not satisfy Mrs. Heck, and finally 
she persuaded him to hold a servico in 
a room in a private house. The con- 
gregation numbered five persons; Bar- 
bara and Paul Heck, J ohn Lawrence, 
Mrs. Embury, and Betty, a negro ser- 
vant. This, tho first Methodist sermon 
delivered on this continent, was preach- 
ed in October, 177G. The congregation 
increased steadily, and a rigging loft 
was secured as a meeting place, and 
finally a church was built. When tho 
American revolution broko out, tho 
Hecks, like many others, preferred tho 
old flag, and were accordingly obliged 
to cross the frontier. Thoy canio by 
way of Montreal and settled a few 
miles wost of Prescott, where descend- 
ants of tho family still reside — indeed, 
I gleaned tho abovo from a conversation 
with tho granddaughter and tho great 
granddaughter of the devout Barbara. 
Her grave ia in what is known as the 
'BluoChurch' burial ground, a pretty spot 
on tho river-sido, about three miles from 
Proscott. Tlio church is a tiny wooden 
building, not blue, but white — the pre- 
fix rotating to an earlier erection which 
was painted blue. It stands at the edge 
of a splendid pine grove, whoso dark 
shades bring out in bold relief the 
gleaming marble slabs telling of thoso 
who havo "gono boforo." 

MAOKETS SILVER SET.- 



Art Running Riot— A Idonumont to 
* tho "Wealth of its Ownor. 



G. W. Smalley, of tho Now York 
Tribune, thus- describes the magnificent 
set of silverware recently mado for Mr. 
Mackoy, of tho bonanza firm, by Tiff- 
any, of Now York, and exhibited by 
that firm in their collection at the 
World's Pair, at Paris: 

For convenience sake, permit me to 
call it the Mackoy service, sinco every- 
body knows it as such. It consists of 
not less than 1,000 separate piocos; it 
fills nine hugo boxes, which thirty-six 
portors carry with difficulty; 200 men 
have beon a year in its manufacture; 
and tho cost, roported in awe-Btruck 
whispers to be ?1 25,000, exceeds that 
sum. Messrs. Tiffany display it with 
prido as a masterpiece of American 
silversmithory, and technically I have 
no doubt it is. You could not help 
knowing it, said Mr. Marcus, if you 
had soon it making — if you knew how 
much labor had beon spent on it. 
Vory likely, but that is not quite tho 
point. Mr. Marcus' appeal leada the 
way to the truo criticism on this per- 
formance. Tho first improssion it makes 
on you, and tho last, is tho same. Tho 
millionaire who ordered it, tho enter- 
prising firm which undertook the com- 
mission, the .artist who settlod the com- 
position and design, tho craftsmen who 
wrought their wishes into actual silver, 
wero tho victims of ono and tho same 
idea. 

Tho Bervico is a monument of the 
wealth of its owner. To put as much 
silver into it as possible, to put as much 
work on tho silvor as possible, to im- 
press tho beholder at the samo time 
with the enormous costliness of the ser- 
vico and skill of its makors, is apparent- 
ly tho object, and is, beyond question, 
tho effect of this largo accumulation of 
coin and cunning. The form choson is 
called Indian. Indian or not, evory 
dish is puffed and swollen out so as to 
get the largest possible surface for or- 
namentation. Evory square inch of 
every dish is covered with minute re- 
pousso work — flowers, foliage, figures, I 
know not what It is, I doubt not, a 
triumph of tho silvorsmith's art, but it 
is art running riot, nooding to bo sub- 
dued and reduced into proportion, or- 
der and reason. It is a sound princi- 
ple, that ornament for ornament's sake 
is bad, and tho art which is made a 
mero vehiclo for tho ostentatious parade 
of the artisan's dexterity is ignoble art; 
and there never was a moro signal 
proof of the principle than this over- 
done service supplies. 

A Country to ho Pitiod. 



[Now York Herald.] 

Tho astonishing fact that our exports 
during the past year exceed our imports 
in value by over $200,000,000 calls at- 
tention to the other fact that the coun- 
try io suffering, not from poverty, but 
froni a plothora of everything really 
valuable, combined with a lack of mar- 
kets for the disposal of tho surplus. A 
nation which has moro factories, more 
machinery, moro skilled laborers, more 
railroads, moro agricultural produce, 
more land in cultivation, more animals 
to work it and moro labor-saving con- 
trivances than it ever had before, and 
more in proportion to population also 
than it ever had, cannot be called poor. 
Official figures show that the increaso 
has been greater in the ten years be- 
tween I860 and 1870, which everybody 
cites as years of high prosperity. The 
aggregate quantity of land undor culti- 
vation has increased from 90,000,000 
of acres in. 1870, to 120,000,000 in 
1877; that is to say, wo have 30,000,- 
000 acres moro under tho plough in 
1877 than in 1870. Tho following
